Seat eof Lyen County — Haw- 
therne and Vicinity — Random 
Notes. 

Hawruorne, Nev., May 11, 1890. 

En route to this place I stopped over 
one train at Dayton, the county seat of 
Lyon county.

F. W. Fairbanks, editor of the 
Times, believes that the next few 
years will witness a great development 
of the agricultural resources of Lvon 
county. He informed me that more 
wheat bas been sown in Mason valley 
than ever before, and that the number 
of agriculturists in the county shows a 
gratifying inereage. Stockmen the 
past winter met with ‘small loss, and 
this would not bother them at all if 
prices would only take a rise. 

Some five hours are consumed in 
making the trip from Dayton to this 
place. Although the water was unns- 
ually high in both the Carson and 
Walker rivers, | heard no reports of 
damage. 

Hawthorne is situated three miles 
from Walker lake on a sloping plain. 
It is a bright, cheerful little town, and 
there is a homelike appearance to the 
place which makes friends for it at 
once. The Esmeralda county Court- 


bouse, a fine brick structare, is lo- 
cated here, and there are a number of 
substantial business houses carrying 
well-assorted stocks of goods, besides 
the usual number of saloons, restau- 
rants, etc. In the Walker Lake Bul- 
letin the town has a.creditable expon- 
ent and advocate of its interests. Mr. 
McCarthy, its gentlemanly editor, is 
well-known in Reno, 

The Neucleus House is being moved 
from its former location to a point di- 
rectly opposite the depot. When the 
removal has been accomplished it is 
propesed to serve meals to passengers 
traveling over the railroad, as the irain 
stops here a sufficient length of time 
to allow of this. 

The citizens of Hawthorne evidently 
feel a just pride in their town. The 
streets are lined with young: trees, 
while shrubbery of different kinds and 
flowers adorn their dooryards, 

Their efforts have been encouraged by 
the railroad company, which has do- 
nated to the town a pretty little park 
or plaza in which are many trees that 
in a few years will afford a shady rest- 
ing place in the warm daysof summer. 

The town depends upon the men 
jacent mines and 
forest.for its support chiefly. It being 
the ceunty seat, it naturally attracts 
at one time or another most of the 
citizens of the county to its borders, 
and they all contribute toward ad- | 
vancing its interests. It is the rail- 
road supply point for a number of 
mining camps situated in Monocounty, 
Cal. At present but little is being 
done in them, however. 

In the immediate vicinity of Haw- 
thorne about 100 miners are employed 
at present. This includes the men 
working for w and prospectors. 
The Confidence silver mine employes 
the greatest number of these—14. 

From 50 to 75 wood-choppers will 
soon be at work, also, and a revivai of 
busipess is looked for. 

I was informed that in the past five 

ears the annual product of the mines 
in the immediate vicinity of Haw- 
thorne averaged $250,000, chiefly gold 
and silver. 

Agriculture has as yet received little 
attention in the Walker Lake district. 
The possibilities are great, however, 
and there are indications that proper 
attention will be given this important 
matter in the near future. There are 
in round numbers 250,000 acres of ara- 
ble land in the district. Although no 
efforts have been miade to obtain arte- 
sian water, people who have given the 
matter serious thought are convincl 
that flowing wells could be struck at a 
reasona dle depth. The altitude of the 
mesa lavds in this vicinity is about 
5,000 feet, and all the various vegeta- 
bles which grow anywhere in the trop- 
ical zone will do well here. This is 
also true concerning deciduous fruits. 

I was asked many times in my jour- 
ney to this place if any political talk 
was being indulged in in Reno. As 
elsewhere in the State, the silver ques- 
tion is earnestly debated here, and the 
conversation on this important subject 
generally leads into politics. Down 
this way the namea of A. C. Cleve- 
land and T..0s. Rickey are frequently 
mentioned in connection with the 
gubernatorial nomination by Republi- 
caps. The name of Theodore Winters 
is the only one spoken of by Demo- 
crats for tue executive office. 

In Lyon county James Shaw is 
thought to be the coming Republican 
candidate for State Treasurer. In Es- 
meralda John Forbes appears to be 
thegeneral choice. 

Newlands’ course in Washington is 
warmly commended, regardless of pol- 
itica, and the idea seems to be 
that in case Bartine is provi for 
otherwise, that Newlands will be the
